US. Cities May Get | 
Gas From Alberta 


CALGARY, July 15-(CP)—Van- 
jcouver and cities of 
| western United States eventual- 
Jy may use Alberta natural gas 
for heating and cooking as a re- 
sult of 
carried out in Alberta by North- 
west Natural Gas Company, a 
firm which has constructed two of 
the longest pipelines in the United 
States. 

Consultants on the famous 1200- 
mile Tennessee line which takes 
gas from Texas into Tennessee, 
and the El Paso Natural GasCom- 
pany line which covers 1,400 miles 
from Central Texas to California, 
are in Calgary now studying the 
natural gas reserves of Alberta. 

The firm of consultants is Bro- 
kaw, Dixon, and Mckee of New 
York and Houston, “It would be 
utterly preposterous to think of 
exporting gas from Alberta if it 
was needed here,” A, Fraison Dix- 
on said in an interview this morn- 
ing. “But if there was excess above 
| Alberta needs then gas export 
| would be good business, 


|Mr. Dixon said.” “It wouldn't pay 
to keep all Alberta's wheat in 
Alberta.” 


Such a gas line would depend 
first on reserves, secondly on

“All of the plants in the first | 
generation were single, like their 
parents. The seed was saved, and 
planted, and the second generation | 
was watched carefully, When the 
plants came into bloom, about one | 
out of every four had double | 
flowers. / 

“One evening Mr. Burpee was 
walking through the greenhouses 
looking at his new double nastur- 
tiums when he noticed one that! 
was different from all the rest 
Instead of having ten or twelve | 
petals, it had about fifty and look- 
ed like a begonia 

“This new super-double nastur- 
tium was watched with the great-| 
est of care, but it would not set | 
any seed because “the flowers did | 
not have any pistils, New plants | 
could be grown, however, by eute | 
ting off pieces of the branches and | 
sticking them in wet sand, where | 
they would take root, Although the 
super-double nasturtiums did not | 
give any seed, the flowers had some | 
pollen, and this was used to mane | 
crosses on ordinary doubles.

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Radio Report to Die 


In accord with the usual custom against | 


which The Edmonton Bulletin warned some 
days ago, the report of the parliamentary 
committee on radio broadcasting will not be 
debated on the floor of the House of Com- 
mons. It has been tabled, but it will not be 
discussed. Parliament will be given no op- 
portunity to either approve or disapprove its 


recommendations. None of its suggestions | 
j 


need be translated into law. 


This practice of bringing up the radio re- 
port so late in the session that it is hastily ] 
shoved to one side to make room for what is | 


considered more pressing business is not only 
highly discourteous to the members of a com- | 
mittee who put in long hours to sift diffi- 
cult and conflicting evidence, but is altogether 
unsatisfactory to the Canadian people. 

The entire country is interested in radio 
and radio policy and parliament should have 
every opportunity to fully discuss these mat- | 
ters that are important to the constituents of 
every member. 

As this newspaper has already pointed 
out, the report was disappointing in that it 
failed to divorce the controlling functions of 
the CBC from its productive functions. It 
failed to end the absurd situation under which 
the CBC is permitted to control its own pri- 
vately-owned competitors and thereby be- 
comes an iniquitous monopoly. 

But the report did contain features 
which might have modified these abuses. Its 
recommendations, for instance, that greater 
leniency be shown in granting broadcasting 
licenses and that the parliamentary com- 
mittee itself be established as a permanent 
committee to keep a watchful eye on the 
CBC were sound and intelligent proposals. 

The government may, of course, still 
implement these particular suggestions. But 
it is hardly likely when the report itself is 
not to be debated or offered to the house 
for adoption. 

Surely the national radio is important 
enough to merit more lively attention in the 
legislative chambers of Canada. And the 
parliamentary committee could easily have 
been set up months before it was, if the last 
days of a session are always too crowded 
to discuss these matters. 


Why the Noise? 

The unpleasant and unnecessary habit 
indulged by wedding parties of travelling 
through the main streets with motor horns 
going at full blast appears to have been 
revived in Edmonton. 

Some months ago there was a vig- 
orous protest over this sort of thing and 
the practice seemed to have been abandoned 
for a time. But now the celebrants are 
away again. And the raucous shrieks con- 
noting connubial bliss are heard again all 
too frequently. 

These performances, of course, constit- 
ute a public nuisance and the police can 
easily halt them. But what leaves the ob- 
server speechless is why anyone should want 
to act like this at all. 

It is not to be presumed that this 
behaviour represents the specific wish of the 
awerage bride and groom. Usually these 
actors in a wedding are only too happy 
to make themselves as inconspicuous as pos- 
sible. 

Those who are happily married have no 
need to blow horns to demonstrate their 
satisfaction. Those who are doubtful about 
it have no reason for such tinsel manifestat- 
ions of hilarity. 

It is probably the work, usually, of cer- 
tain wits who manage to intrude themselves 
imto every wedding party and who are vir- 
tims of the delusion that marriage is a par- 
ticularly frivolous joke to be celebrated 
with cheap and vulgar exhibitionism 

This is, of course, one of the things 
that are the matter with marriage—this 
tendency to regard the occasion as sort of a 
temporary binge. 

The whole business is ribald and stupid 
and in exceedingly bad taste. And the 
police should make a point of doing some- 


thing about it.

Edmouton members of Alcoholics 
Anonymous were urged Sunday by 
Dr. A. E. Archer, of Lamont, to 
conduct a clinical research among 
the membership for use of med- 
ical practitioners, psychologists and 
socialogists, as pari of a proposed 
scientific campaign to ascertain 
the causes of alcoholism 

A past president of the Canad- 
ian Medical Association, Dr. Archer 
was guest speaker at the regular 
Sunday meeting of the Edmonton 
group in Chapter House on 108 
street. 


Admitting that medical science. 


has had, to date, very little suc- 
cess in combatting alcoholism, the 
speaker proposed it the Edmon- 
ton group, with other groups in 
Canada, prepare case hist ries of 
its members that would be turned 
over to the medical men for study | 
and analysis 

“If we could obtain a few hun- | 
dred authentic case histories of 
alcoholism we could learn just 
what factors occur in them so often 
that they are not just accidental,” 
Dr. Archer explained, The histories 
would not be signed so complete 
anonymity would be maintained. 

Caaadian medical men are ready 
to prepare the questionnaire to 
be filled out. 

He told the group that this is 
the scientific method of clinical 
researc! which has led in the 
last 50 years to solution of many 
of the great problems confronting 
public health authorities through- 
out the world 

He described the painstaking re- 
search that led to discovery of 
sulfa drug, penicillii. and insulin. 

Observing that alcoholism seems 
to be an allergy, Dr. Archer said 
that insulin does n-+ cure diabetes 
but does permit sufferers from 
this disease to lead a normal life 
thro.gh rigid control. 
a day, when thro’ th similar re- 
search, the alcoholic wil! also lead 
a norma! life and praised the suc- 
cess of Alcoholics Anonymous in 
this respect. 

The speaker was assured by the 
Edmonton group of wholehearied 
co-operation in the proposed case 
history program.

ital which hangs on the window 
above them. } 

“Per Mentem et manus ad sani- 
tatem” which means through mind | 
and hand to health, explains the 
value of occupational therapy for 
the mentally deranged. By keeping 
them occupied with needlework 
and handicraft projects doctors 
have discovered the value of thera- 
peutic work. 

Although occupational therapy is 
preferably thought of as recrea- 
tional rather than instructional, it 
is really both, The patients are not 
compelled to express their thoughts 
in creative work but teachers are 
ready to help them. 

A comparison of the handicrafts 
from time to time shows how far 
the patient has advanced mentally. 
Miss Gladys Crysal, trim in her 
green and white uniform as head 
;of the occupational therapy de- 
partment of the hospital, is glad to 
show “before and after” cases, a 
feature of the exhibit 

“One of our young girls came to 
us with a superior, stubborn atti- 
tude that shunned any advice from 
us and this is her early work,” said 
Miss Crysal picking up a half-fin- 
ished tea cloth centred by a bou- 
quet of flowers, that shrieked with 
poor combinations of colors, in an 
all-over pattern that was meant 
only for outline. 

“After taking electrical shock 
therapy she soon showed improve- 
ment and made normal responses. 
One day we found her working at 
this,” continued the occupational |
